It is not often that a breeding establishment finds itself with a surplus of bull 
power (not a surplus of bulls, but of bull power!) — a kind widely recognized as 
superior in type and quality. This seemed our position in the winter of 1953. 
What should we do about it? Sell one of our prized three — as several buyers 
urged us to do — sit tight — or expand our herd. 

Each of our three sires had characteristics we'd long desired, needed and 
wished to use. As the three so well complemented each other, we felt unwilling 
to part with any of them. To sit tight seemed the equivalent of going backward, 
especially at a time when we felt confident the future for Shorthorns looked 
brighter than ever. The only remaining alternative was to expand our herd. This 
was definitely the hard way, but we decided to follow it. 

Two ideas were before us as we planned our herd expansion. First, to select 
females desirable to mate to our bulls. Second, to pick females which we could 
offer with our commendation, either as bred by us or carrying the service of our 
herd sires. 

We decided to get mostly open heifers about breeding age, preferably of sim- 
ilar type and breeding. This was not an easy order, as most of you well know. 
Our first selection was a group of four heifers from the Walter Brothers fine herd 
at Grand Ridge. Their cattle have been noted for their size and substance. We 
picked three by W. L. Impression 16th, champion bull of the 195] International 
Congress sale, and one by Mercury's Goldfinder, a consistent breeder of good 
ones. These four are quite similar in type and, carrying the service of our bulls, 
should very much appeal to those who like a combination of smoothness and 
weight for age. 

Next, recalling how well we liked two Leveldale Nomad heifers in our herd, 
we contacted Frank Countryman and learned he had a group available. Our heif- 
ers had been tops in the 1952 Princeton sale, had later been shown with fine 
records during the 1953 season, and one had a fine calf by Bridegroom 2nd. The 
heifers Countryman showed us were all by Leveldale Nomad and mostly out of 
Royal Leader dams. They looked good and we decided a selection there would 
not be easily matched elsewhere, so a deal was consumated. 

These purchases permitted us to add to our herd from neighboring breeders 
whose breeding records we have watched with approval for many years. The 
Walters Brothers have a fine, large herd which they handle as one of the side 
lines to their Hybrid Seed Corn business. They have handled their herd with a 
minimum of labor and have shown very little — but always are counted on to help 
make the Ottawa sale a success. The Countryman herd has long been known for 
its fine consignments to sales, consistently good, usually near tops. 

Note in these pedigrees the prominent tear breeders. Here are offerings 
from herds that have helped make Illinois ‘‘Lead the Way.’’ They have done well 
and we hope you will agree w.th us that they are a group of heifers which with 
the service of the Hopkins’ bulls can surely make ideal foundation females.

l. Proper care must be given by purchaser to protect breeding qualities 
and health of guaranteed animals. 


2. All bulls are guaranteed breeders, provided they are not allowed to 
serve when under 14 months of age, or allowed to run with the herd 
when under 20 months of age. In case of failure of a bull to be a 
breeder notice shall be given to the seller within six months of date 
of purchase, or by the time the bull is 20 months of age, if purchased 
under 14 months of age. 


3. With the exception of heiters sold under 14 months of age, all females 
are guaranteed breeders. Heifers under two years of age shall not 
be served by a heavy or old bull. Cows or heifers sold as bred, or safe 
in calf, not proving to be in calf must be reported to the seller within 
three months after date of sale. Females over 14 months of age sold 
open, not settling within six months after date of sale, shall be promptly 
reported to the seller. 


4. When an animal fails to comply with the above guarantee the seller 
has the option of substituting an animal of equal value to the satisfac- 
tion of the purchaser, or of having the animal returned for a trial for a 
period not to exceed six months. The expense of freight in such case 
is to be paid by the seller. If the animal is then proved to be a breeder 
beyond doubt it shall be returned to the purchaser at his expense. 
In case of dispute the return of the full purchase price, without interest, 
to the buyer will be considered full settlement and satisfaction of all 
claims. No charge for feed or maintenance shall be made by either 
buyer or seller. Salvage shall gc to the seller. It shall be understood 
that the same guarantee given for the first animal shall likewise apply 
to any animal later substituted. 


9: Certificates of registry and transfers will be furnished with each animal 
sold. A signed pedigree application for unborn calves should be fur- 
nished with bred females, showing names and record numbers of sire 
and dam, as well as service date. 


6. Shipment will be made as soon as possible after the close of the sale, 
but at purchaser’s risk of loss or injury after animal is bid off. Where 
cattle are sold at private treaty the above terms should apply as well 
as for sale at auction.
